In Gardiner Spring Audjtor- 
jum. he departed briefly trom 
his prepared speech to re 
mark, just a4 he came to the 
rostrum: "We're rather aghast

Barnes began his talk with 
a reference to the histerian, 
Tovnbee: “Toynbee is reputed 
to have said that of the 21 
civilizations which have arisen 
and vanished, 19 fell from in- 
ternal decay.” 

The apenker told his audi 
ence of 74 that teat vear, Cal 
fornia “with nine per cent of 
the national population had the 
unenvinble record of 17) per 
cent of the nation’s major 
crime" This wae he. «aid, 
more than New York, Massa. 
chuesetts and Pennsylvania 
combined 

“Literature.” said Rarnes, 
“  . . has an obligation to 
uplift, not to decrode This is 
@epecioliv true o the material 
presented to young minds in 
their formative ciages" 

“To a very great extent, we 
are what we rect Our read. 
ing = matertal directs our 
thoughts, Our thoughts, in

actions congeal ‘o form = our 
habits. Our habi's mold our 
characters.” 

Barnes said his ‘‘concem 
over the problem of obscene 
Wterature’’ goes back to be- 
fore he was elocted to the 
Legislature. He mentioned his 
service in the Navy and com 
mented that “one of the most 
devastating and negative — in- 
fluences operating on these 
young Americans was the ob- 
scene and pornographic litera- 
ture which was available to 
them." 

Bames related obscene lit- 
erature to juvenile delinquen- 
cy and to major = crimes 
as woll, 

To punctuate his remarks at 
several points, Barnes held

Barnes summarized some of 
the themes of the type of Tit- 
erature he was talking about 
A few soft gasps of shock 
were heard in the corners of 
the little group which waa his 
audience 

In his talk, Barnes touched 
upon the question of constitu. 
tionality of ant)-obecenity 
laws. ‘But I submit to you,” 
he said, “that strong, re. 
sponsible legisiation fn this 
field is thoroughly constitution- 
i} To suggest that the Con- 
witution of the United States 
should be used in defense of 
this unspeakable flood of print- 
ed filth is unthinkable.” 

Of the California law, 
Barnes had this to say 

“The present obscenity law 
in California ts actually a 

rostitution of the Supreme 

‘ourt’s findings in these his- 
toric cases, Section 31) of the 
California Penal Code defines 
obscenity in these words, ‘ob- 
scene means that to the aver- 
age person, applying contem- 
porary standards, the predom- 
inant appeal of the matter, 
taken as a whole, is to prurient 
interest which goes sub- 
stantially beyond customary 
limits of candor im descrip- 
tion or representation of such 
matters and is matter which 
is utterly without redeeming 
social importance‘ 

Barnes cortinued to say the 
Supreme Court's ‘statement 
of historic fact has been twist- 
ed to impose an insuperable 
obstacle to a prosecutor. The 
defense attorney merely takes 
this phrase, points to some 
portion of the book that is not 
obscene and then claims that 
ihe book is not ‘utterly with 
out redeeming social import- 
ance.’ Thereby obtaining an 
acquital.” 

Barnes cited the difficulties 
of petting bills through the 
Legisla ure: Either = getting 
them through at all or getting 
them through without being 
= to nothing, He called down 
Gov. Brown for not putting the 
anti-obscenity issue up for con. 
sideration in a special ses. 
sion, He called down five 
members of the Assembly 
Criminal Procedure Commit- 
tee--of which he is a member 
for fatline to permit pro- 
posed legislation to move 

Narves recalled he tok! of an 
initiative of the people of the 
state to place the Issue and 
a law on the ballot for the 
people to vote on in 1968 (In 
the lobby of the auditorium, 
those who came to hear the 
apeech were asked to sign a 
roster if they wished to learn 
more about the initiative. 

As Rarnes began to close his 
speech, he said: “All across 
the State of California there 
if a growing demand for ac- 
tion by imitiative process, All 
across the nation there is a 
clamor for the halting of this 
tide of filth I challenge 
you as Americans to read the 
signs of the times and weeo," 

Freedom and respansibility, 
the speaker said, are insep- 
arable.

The committee met in Pio- 
neer Junior High School. It 
was the first time in three 
months that the full commit- 
tee gathered, but in the mean- 
time, sub-committees have 
been working Councilman 
George Gibson c¢ onducted the 
meeting and Counc ilman Ron- 
ald Rossitter opened the ses- 
sion with a review of what has 


been done in the past three 
months 

The current meeting was 
called. according to advance 


announcements, mainly to per- 
init members to look at archi- 
tect’s plans, approve them if 
they could and so move on to 
fixing a date for a bond issue 
vote 


The plans, before the meet- 
ing, were described as pre- 
liminary and subject to 
change. However, the plans 
were accepted quite readily 
and subjected to no change. 


The plans were submitted by 
the architect ural firm of Ed- 
ward D. Stone, of Los Angeles 
A representative of the archi- 
tect reviewed them at the 
meeting 

After the review of the 
plans, the topic of financing 
came up. Ted Adsit, a self- 
employed special consultant 
on planning and city develop- 
ment, told the committee 
members and eight interested 
citizens that the first phase of 
the building would need about 
$2 million for completion. 

This first phase would in- 
clude a completed fire depart- 
ment building on the south- 
west corner of Arrow High- 
way and Second St., a sub- 
station on the site already 
owned by the city and possi- 
bly a training tower. 

‘Also, the remodeling of the 
old City Hall into police de- 
partment, a two-level library 
somewhat larger than _ ori- 
ginally planned, the council 
chamber building with an ex- 
terior wall (of building height) 
around the proposed adminis- 
tration building 

This generally was what was 
to have been included in Phase 
One, for which $2 million was 
needed. 

For Phase Two, then, there 
would be additional wings add- 
ed to the police department, 
the new administration build- 
ing would be built and the de- 
velopment of additional land 
and parking area along Arrow 
Hwy. This second phase, it 
was estimated would cost an- 
other $1 million. 

For that $1 million, the sub- 
committee suggestion was to 
seek another bond issue at the 
appropriate time. 

After Adsit outlined the 
phases of proposed construc- 
tion, City Manager Elwin Al- 
der told the committee about 
the present plan for a bond 
election. He said that notice 
of the election date must be 
given no earlier than 75 days 
nor no later than 54 days be- 
fore the date set for the elec- 
tion. 

He noted that the City Coun-

Exemptions 


The prosperity of San Ber- 
nardino County veterans is re- 
flected in the fact that 1,634 
fewer were eligible this year. 
Exemptions amounted to $26,- 
149 in 1965 and $278,208 in 1964 
oma 7.3% decrease in assessed 
value, Richard Nevins, South. 
ern California Member of the 
Board of Equalization, told the 
San Bernardino Optimist Club 

This county ¢ e from 
last year parallels a five vear 
statewide trend which added 
$253 million to the property 
tax base, The assessed value 
of veterans’ exemptions today 
comprises 1.85% of the prop- 
sy tex roll compar to 
3.2% five years ago. 

The downward trend which 
began im 1960, dramatically 
shows this exemption dectin- 





ing from $985 million = of 
a@ssessed Value to $731.5 mil- 
lion. This vear there were 
70,000 fewer 


qualifving vet- 
erans than in 1964—a octane 
a the 1949 peak of 1.2 mil- 


jon, 

Uniterm administration of 
the exemption, Nevins con- 
tinved, was assured in the 58 
counties when the Board 
adopted a standard form that 
provides for equal treatment 
of all veterans filing for the 
exemption. 

E rating on property tax 
exemptions in general, the tax 
official stated that all other 
classes of exemptions rose 
both in number and in value. 
A comparison of the assess- 
ed value of all exemptions 
1964-63 showed a 2% increase— 
the result of a 10.8% growth in 
institutional exemptions and a 
6.9% decrease in veterans’ ex. 
emptions. 

In San Bernardino County 
the assessed value of al! in- 
situtional exemptions amount- 
ed to $44,210 in 1985 and $44,- 
375 in 1964 — a 37% decrease.

Property Taxpayer Appeals Test To Be Held 
Gain Greater Recognition 


Property taxpayers appeal« 
received greater recognition 
from County Boards of Equali- 
zation this year than in previ- 
ous years, Richard Nevins, 
Southern California Member 
of the Board of Equalization, 
said when he released the re- 
sults of a S7-county survey. 
Nevins, speaking before the 
Carpenteria Farm Center of 
the County Farm Bureau, stat- 
ed that the number of appeals 
filed increased. 50%, over last 
year 

San Bernardino County had 
154 protests, and reduced 75, 
amounting to $197.930 in as- 
sessed value Reductions were 
given to 49% of the appeals 
heard 

“There is little doubt that 
the assessors’ notification to 


property owners of the change . 


in their assessed value played 
an important part in the in- 
creased number of appeals,” 
Nevins said. 

“As the law now stands, 
only property taxpayers with 
a certain percent increase are 
notified of the change in the 
assessed value of their prop- 
erty, and even then they are 
not notified of their market 
value 

“The Board of Equalization 
has suggested that the next 


Legisiature change the law to 
provide that every property 
owner be given both the as- 
sessed value and market value 
of his property,”” Nevins con- 
tinued 

The 37 County Boards of 
Equalization heard 3,694 pro- 
tests this year compared to 
2,407 im 1964, and the number 
of assessments reduced in- 
creased to 1,885 from 1,043 last 
year 

Los Angeles County, with 
37'4% of the state's locally as- 
sessed property, was excluded 
from survey comparisons be- 
cause its assessment appeals 
period if not scheduled to end 
until next spring

A current move in this coun- 
try advocating unlawful means 
has been labeled civil dis- 
obedience. This doctrine is 


Sf based on the startling theory 
that if one does not agree with 
a law and believes it to be 
morally unjust, he may dis- 


regard it to achieve a par 
ticular objective. 
I think society, by and large, 


is unaware of the term 
implications of this c pri- 


marily because those who seek 
immediate and temporary so- 
lutions have obscured the fu- 
ture by a smokescreen of slo- 
gans and high-sounding cli- 
ches. No matter what the goal, 
the fact remains that a peace- 
ful, healthy, orderly society 
cannot exist, now or ever, if 
each individual may deter- 
mine which laws he is going 
to obey and which he is not. 

The basic question is re 
spect for law and due process 
and whether dispassionate jus- 
tice is to be rendered. 

To my mind, there are two 
frightening aspects to civil dis- 
obedience. One, sowing con- 
tempt for law and order and 
promoting pride in lawbreak- 
ing among the Nation's youth 
ean only result in an accelera- 
tion of our serious crime prob- 
lem. In some quarters. it al- 
ready appears that the social 
Stigma formerly attached to 
tawbreakers is being replaced 
by sympathy for their actions. 


and an irrational hostility to 
law enforcement. 

Secondly, where is the line 
to be drawn against the snow- 
ball effect of civil disobedi- 
ence? Willfully disobeying 
misdemeanor statutes today 
and committing felonies to- 
morrow is a logical regres- 
sion from a government of law 
to an anarchic society. 

There is no question but that 
the right of dissent and the 
right to petition for redress of 
grievances are absolutely es- 
sential to the security of a free 
people. But the very life of lib- 
erty requires that these rights 
be asserted in a lawful man- 
ner. Civil disobedience and the 
unwillingness of many to re- 
solve their differences by es- 
tablished legal means _ will 
surely lead to the destruction 
of the institutions Which pro- 
tect their freedoms. 

It is folly to hold thata 
utopia of individual! rights will 
rise from destruction of 
respect for law.

Continuation classes in the 


Chaffey Union High School 
District were approved by the 
board of trustees. The classes 
are taught 2 to 5 p.m. Mon- 
days through Fridays on the 
Montclair campus, according 
to a report given the board by 
Alexander McLeish, assistant 


superintendent, at a 
meeting 

The continuation classes are 
mandatory now, under a new 
law. All high school districts 
must provide the classes for 
anyone suspended for more 
than 10 days from classes. 

McLeish said that the pro 
gram just set up ‘‘is not nec- 
essarily what we'll have six 
months from now . . . We want 
to get started."” McLeish was 
referring to the fact that 
changes may be found neces- 
sary as the program, a new 
one with which there has been 
no experience, is carried out. 

Paul H. Cushing, board vice 
president who presided at the 
trustees meeting, commented, 
‘We all realize this is kind of 
a pilot situation . . ."’ He indi- 
cated changes are anticipated. 

William C. Draper, review- 
ing McLeish's written presen- 
tation, commented that ‘‘this 
Jooks like it's well thought 
out’ and moved for the adop- 
tion of the program. The pro 
gram was adopted by the 
board. 

Adoption did not come be- 
fore several comments about 
the teachers’ role in the pro- 

ram. The program now calls 
o using the services of three 
feachers who would work a 
maximum of two hours a day 
as well as the services of one 
counselor who would give one 
hour per day. 

The teachers, who may be 
volunteers from any school, 
should not be overburdened 
with the additional assignment 
in the program, McLeish said. 
He commented that later, per- 
haps four teachers instead of 
three might be used, to “guard 
against’ the extra assignment 
becoming burdensome 

McLeish's report 
board follows. 


CONTINUATION CLASSES 
The establishment of con- 
tinuation classes is now man- 
datory and said classes must 
meet for a minimum of 15 
hours per week. They must be 


in session between the hours 
of 8 a.m. and 5 p.m 
The only logical approach in

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the establishment of such cilass- 
es is a _ positive approach 
where we endeavor to provide 
the best possible educational 
program to the students who 
are enrolled. 

The staffing for continuation 
classes can accomplished 
by either employing teachers 
who are not currently working 
for the district or by usin 
members of our present staff. 
Since it is virtually impossi- 
ble to obtain certificated and 
qualified outsiders, we have 
no choice but to rely on some 
of our present teachers who 
may be willing to accept an 
additional teaching load. 

After a great deal of study 
and dis.ussion, the following 
conclusions have been reached 
by our administrative group 
for the establishment of our 
continuation classes. These 
conclusions are as follows: 

(1) Classes should be held 
from 2 to p.m. Monday 
through Friday. 

(2) Classes should be held on 
the Montclair campus. 

(3) We should use the serv- 
ices of three teachers who 
would work a maximum of 
two hours per day, plus the 
service of one counselor who 
would devote one hour per day 
to the program. 

The following areas of in 
struction should be provided: 

(1) English 

(2). Math 

(3) Science 

(4) Social Studies 

(5) Guidance 

(6) Individual study 

If we take these six differ- 
ent areas and cover all 
them each week with the staff 
as outlined above, we can ob- 
tain sufficient Mexibilit to 
provide for individual iffer- 
ences and students from vari- 
ous class levels who during the 
regular school day have hoon 
taking a variety of different 
. 1 outlined 

If aproposal as 
above E approved, we could 
proceed with the selection of 
the needed teachers and coun- 
selor. — they are selected 
they w meet as a & 
and determine a weekly pve 
ule which could provide the 
best possible program.

Roots of the problem go far
